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DETAILED ACTION 

A response of 6/12/05 amended claim 1, and submitted a new 
reissue declaration directed to overcoming a defect in the prior 
• reissue declaration of not identifying the specification to which it 
5 is directed. 

Claims examined on the merits are 1-30, which are all claims in 
the application. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in 
this action can be found in a prior Office action. 
10 Claim Objections 

Claims 1-30 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: the amendment filed 7/12/05 proposes amendments to 
claim 1 that do not comply with 37 CFR 1.173(b), which sets forth the 
manner of making amendments in reissue applications. The amendment 
15 deleted the underlining of "after drying step (iii)" which is a change 
from the patented claims as indicated in the previous amendment of 
1/20/04. When amending previously amended claims, the amended claims 
must show differences from the patented claims using underlining and 
bracketing, and not differences from previously amended claims. See 
20 MPEP, 1453, page 1400-69, left column. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

DEFECTIVE REISSUE OATH /DECLARATION 
In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue 
oath/declaration under 37 CFR 1.175(b) (1) must be received before this 
25 reissue application can be allowed. Claim 1 has been amended in line 
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5 by canceling "layer" and inserting film . The declaration of 

7/12/05 is not directed to this additional error since when stating 
the error the declaration recites "layer after drying", rather than 
"film after drying" as in amended claim 1. See MPEP 1414.01, page 
5 1400-37. 

Claims 1-30 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251. See 37 CFR 1.175. The nature of the 
defect is set forth above.
